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INTRODUCTION 


This bibliography is a partial compilation of documents 
produced or commissioned by State Governments (with a few 
exceptions) in the areas of land-use management and planning 
of statewide significance from 1960 to 197. 

Documents referenced take the form of summaries of state 
land-use control structure, activities and regulations, back- 
ground and technical papers supporting various elements of a 
state's management or planning program, goals and policy 
reports, plans or regulations for the use of eritical environ- 
mental areas, key facilities or other phenomena of statewide 
significance, plans for outlining or overcoming a land-related 
environmental problem (e.g. solid waste, strip mining), require- 
ments of an economic or environmental impact statement, special 
study or inter-agency commission or council reports (e.g. on 


growth-associated problems or land-use problems), public- 
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oriented informative rererts or preesedings of public work- 
shops on land-use problems, reports or handbooks for the 
benefit of local government or related conference proceedings. 

It may seem odd to some at first glance that I have 
included such a wide range of topic headings, all under the 
auspices of land-use management and planning. Upon closer 
examination I think it can be seen that all of those topics 
are directly (or indirectly) vitally important to the way 
land is used. Because they are, they were included here. 

Two sources made major inputs to this bibliography. The 
City Planning Library of the University of Illinois and the 


Monthly Checklist of State Publications by the Library of 


Congress provided the bulk of the references. 

In addition, a survey of 200 state agencies across the 
country provided the bibliography with the most recent pub- 
lications available. Without the kind cooperation of these 
contributing agencies, this bibliography would have been much 
more incomplete. 

It is hoped that this bibliography will be a working 
bibliography for basic research into what the states are 
accomplishing in the land-use management field. As always, 
additions are welcomed as an attempt to promote a freer 


exchange of information in this area of current interest.
